& man interested in the defense, said: ‘*‘No. 
We only want to gain time.’’ 

Several residents in 
of the saloon were in court 
sanguine of a conviction, Mr. Pat- 
rick Kane, whose house is only a few 
rods from the place, was highly indignant. 
He said: **This saloon is one of 
the worst I know of. It is 
here that blacks and whites of the worst 
elements congregate and debauch. The 
habitues of the place insult our wives and 
daughters and shock the morality of respect- 
able citizens by their public actions of de- 
pravity. The scenes which are enacted in 
frontof my house daily are too vile to be 
named in print, and to think that 
my children are compelled to witness 
them is intolerable. The property in the 
vicinity has been injured to such an extent 
that respectable people will not locate there. 

Rev. Dr. Mulholland, pastor of the church 
at Goodfellow and Easton avenues, com- 
plains that members of his con- 
gregation have been insulted on 
their way to service by the toughs who 
make thesaioon their headquarters. One of 
the many complaints mate against the place 
is that while fu \eral corteges are passing the 
mourners are assailed Dy ribald jests.

From this point on both Attorney Lishop and 
Lawyer McDonald on direct’and cross ex- 
umination devoted themselves to questions 
ofa strictly medicinal nature. 

Mr. McDonala’s intention was plainly 
to vring out that the surgical 
operation afterward resorted to 
by Dr. Brokaw to save the girl’s life had not 
been properly done. 

Dr. Lutztestified: ‘‘I would say that in 
this case the ars had been very pro- 
perly performed,’”’ 

The examination continued along this line 
showing that the case will eVentually develop 
into a ‘‘cause celebre’’ in medico-legal 
history. 

The nature of the examination was of such 
an exclusively scientific nature that the 
jurors did not seem to grasp it, and often for 
ashort time seemed to lose all interest 
in the proceedings. Two of them no- 
ticeably. who are’ men past middle 
life assumed an attitude which tothe casual 
observer had every appearance of somno- 
lence. The marked features of Dr. Lutz’s ex- 
amination were the witty rejoinders made to 
Mr. McDonald’s delicate questions and 
the unerring manner in which |. his 
statements of medical facts colncided with 
that of Dr. Brokaw, who preceded him. 
At 2 o’clock this afternoon 
Dr. ° Lutz concluded his testimony 
and the court took a recess. When court re- 
sumed Dr. A. V. L. Brokaw, the surgeon who 
conducted the operation of lapuratony on 
Laura Fitts in the hopeof saving her life, 
was put upon the stand.

The Record of Cyrus P. Walbridge 
on the Merz Bill. 


The Most Corrupt Measure Ever “Rail- 
roaded” Through the Assembly. 


HOW THE CITY* IS LITERALLY DE- 
FRAUDED OUT OF $80,000 ANNUALLY. 


That Is the Amount Paid the Merz Com- 
pany to Reduce All ths City Garbage, 
But Notwithstanding This Immenss 
Expenditure More Offal Is Dumpel 
Into the Mississippi Than Ever Ee- 
fore. 


The measure which was Known as Council 
bill No. 79 passed the Council July 8, 1890, was 
approved by the Mayor and became law Aug. 
1, 1890. Itis described as ‘‘an ordinance au- 
thorizing the Mayor and the Health Com- 
missioner of the City of St. Loults to enter iIn- 
to acontract forthe sanitary disposalof all 
the slop, offal, garbage and animal matter 
of the city of Sst. Louls Dy the Merz 
process.’’ The history of the passage of 
the billis full of interest and forms a beau- 
tiful example of the time-honored and 
smart practice known as ‘‘rallroading.’’ It 
was reported by the committee June 24, 1890. 
At the subsequent meetings of the Council it 
was several times taken up and laid over un. 
tila favorable moment sho uld present itself. 
This auspicious occasion arrived at the meet- 
ing of July 8, when all the members were 
present except. Horton and Metcalfe. On 
motion of Mr. Comfort President Walbridge’s 
pet measure was ordered to en- 
grossment. Councilmen’ Bensiek, Com- 
fort, Hoolan, Meyer, Rohan, Sloan, 
Vogel, and Walbdridge voting in 
favor of the motion and Councilmen Cole, 
Ganahl and Nelson agalnstit. Even while 
the Council continued In session the Comamilt- 
tee on Engrossments held a hurried meeting, 
and within an hour ofthe time Comfort had 
made his motion the bill was reported back 
engrossed, was read for the third time and 
passed. Sometimes even the City Fathers 
can be hurried, The vote for the passage of 
the measure stood exactly the same as that 
on engrossment. 

The ordinance authorizes the Mayor and 
Health Commissoner to enter into contract 
for the sanitary disposal of all garbage, etc., 
by the Merz system as mentionedinthe con- 
tract. It requires the contract to be made 
within thirty days of the approval of the 
ordinance, andthat the contractor should 
commence work not less than four months 
after the signing of the contract. Two works 
were to be erected, to be atalltimes subject 
to the inspection ofthe Health Commissoper. 

WHAT THB ORDINANCE PROVIDES. 

The contract was to be made fora period 
of not less than ten years, and the contractor 
was required tofurnish a bondof $20,000 for 
the full performance of his contract. It gives 
the city the right to purchase the plant at the 
expiration of ten years ata price to be fixed 


by arbitrators. Payment was to be made to 
the contractor monthly at affixed rate for 
each 100 pounds of garbage. The or- 
dinance provides for the appointment 
of a garbage inspector an prohibits 
the dumping of any slops, garbage, etc., 
into any sewer, vacant lot, public or private 
property. street or alley, or into the Missis- 
Sippi River or any of its tributaries, but 
states that allsuch garbage shall be deliv- 
ered toand destroyed by the Merz process 
by the contractor. Afine of not less than 
$100 and not morethan $500 is provided for 
the violation ofany ofthe provisions of the 
ordinance for each and every such violation. 
THE CITY WORKED. 

The ordinance under which the contract 
was made with the Merz B a ge distinctly 
specifies that work should be commenced 
in disposal of all arbage, 
this process not ater 
months after the signing of the contract, and 
also binds the contractor to erect not less 
than two works to be con- 
veniently situated for destroying the 
garbage. As a matter of fact it was 
over six months before work was com- 
menced. A plant was put up at the foot of 
St. Louls avenue andthe river in North St. 
Louts. The necessity for a secOnd plant the 
company avoided in a very transparent 
manner by erecting a wooden shed 
at the foot of Chouteau avenue and putting 
in a temporary plant which was never of any 
practical vaiue, and whichan employe of the 
company tolda reporter this morning had 
been abandoned within a few months of its 
commencement, At present the company is 
said to be operating with the one works in 


North St. Louis, 

Forthe fiscal yéar just closing $63,670.10 
was appropriated wit which to pay the 
company for reducing the city’s garbage. Of 
this they have received $4,790.40, leaving 
a balance of $13,879.70, which they will un- 
questionably receive before the year closes. 
In addition to this is the contract made 
with James Hardy for hauling the garbage, 
which the company bought from 
him. This represents an additional 
$25,000. A new district, No.8, has also been 
added, for which $850 a month is paid the 
company. In spite of this, more garbage Is 
at present dumped into the Mississippi 
River than had ever been so disposed of 
previous to the introduction of the Merz sys- 
tem. Harbor Commissioner Able this morn- 
ing acknowledged this fact and gave the re- 
porter figureson which he bases his state-

Latimer was a dangerous prisoner. Sev- 
eral times he caused revolts in the peniten- 
tiary, and on one occasion, Oct. 19, 1890, he 
concocted a plot to blow up the buildings 
with dynamite. HWecaused the officials no 
end of annoyance and for two years extraor- 
dinary precautions were taken to prevent 
his escape. For the past two years, how- 
ever, he was treated just the same as other 
convicts, and had considerable opportunity 
for planning a break for liberty. 

Latimer says he got his clothes from a 
man three miles south of Jackson He woke 
up the man ata farm-house, told him he 
was destitute of clothing, and had to have 
something to wear. He told the man he had 
been stealing a ride on the train and lost his 
clothes fromthetopofacar. After leaving 
Soule’s farm Monday morning Latimer went 
into a swamp between there and Moscow. 

In jumping from one log toanother, he 
slipped and hurt hisankle. It pained him so 
much that fora time he could not walk. 
Finally he got through the swamp and struck 
a sort of camping place. He found an old tin 
pall,and builta fire, He put waterinthe pall

THE MURDERER RETURNS WITHOUT MAKING ANY 
RESISTANCE. 


JACKSON, Mich., March 29.—It was after 
midnight when the captors started from 


Jerome with their ner. There wasa 
clamor that he be tied hand and foot, but he 
said: ‘‘If you have to tie me, just tie my 
feet, my hands will get so cold.*’ 

Tite guards decided they could take care of 
the Wan without tying him. It was durin 
pe ng ride to Jackson that Latimer told 


waiting to take their prize away from 
themand string him up to a tree. They 
entered the city from the southwest and 
took a zig-zag course tothe east gate ofthe 
prison, Noone was there to meet them 
and they turned in through the ark and 
approache ithe main entrance. ‘he scene 
at the prison door when the vehicle came up 
was most dramatic. The occupants of the 
vehicle sprang out and in a trice Latimer 
was marched through the front door. He 
was calm and collected, and when some one 
urged him to go faster, he remarked, ‘‘Oh, 
it’s allright.’’ This was said in a tone of 
one who wanted to have the whole affair 
handled with proper decorum. 

As Clerk Taber drew near Latimer sald sig- 
nificantly: ‘‘I wantto have atalk with you 
as soon asI can.’’ 

Taber’s face was white with rage. He said 
with indignation, ‘*Yes, I presume you 
would like to talk with me.’’ 

It lookea asthough Taber would like to 
spring upon Latimer. The Deputy Warden 
and the prisoner passed quickly through the 
corridor andina few moments Latimer was 
separated frem the crowd by the grated gate. 

Latimer was placed ina cell of the second 
tier of the east wing. These cells are dubbed 
**solitary cells’’ for the reason they are Iiso- 
lated from the cells occupied by ordinary 
convicts. 

‘*Well, Latimer, here you are again,’’ said 
Warden Davis as Latimer entered the prison 
hall this morning. 

**Yes,’’ replied the matricide, ‘‘Dut no- 
hody isto blame for what has happened.’’ 
He showed no fear or the least excitement in 
his manper.

THE WARDEN’S STORY. 


INTERVIEW WITH THE PRISONER 
AND FINDS HIM COOL. 


Jackson, Mich., March 29.—In an interview 
this afternoon Warden Davis said that he 
would place Latimer in a solitary cell 
until Saturday, when the new warden 
takes hold. When it was suggested 


that there was not any solitary cells in the 
rison, he said he would have one made by 
arding it up outside of the ting to make 
itdark. Hesaid Latimer told him the same 
story as he did to Lowrey. 
‘*‘Was he at all nervous or excited when 
you talked to him?’’ 

‘*Excited! He! I guess not. He is the 
coolest man I ever saw, always, and last 
night and to-day when I talked with him he 
never lifted an eyelash. He Is the strangest 
man lever saw. There is no other like him.’’ 

When Deputy Warden Cellem searched 
Latimer this morning he found another vial 
of prussic acid in his pocket. Latimer said: 
**I did not know that was there.’’ 

Latimer told this morning how he reduced

the prussicacia. ‘‘I got it,’’ he said, ‘*by 
study and caretul preparation, so that thirty 
drops would produce unconsciousness; at 
least that was what I felt sure of. Howto 
try ft I did not khow, bDutI took the chance 
and tried iton myself Saturday night. I set 
the clock where I could see it early in the 
evening swal’owed thirty drops and Knew 
nothing shortly after. It was 7 o’clock 
when I took it. At 7:40I was conscious again, 
Then I knew it would not kill and I 
went ahead with my preparations. I wanted 
to gst out Sunday night. as the new warden 
was coming in soon. I don't see how Haight 
died from the effects, afterl tested it on my- 


self.’” m

MERRILL MILLIONS. 
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Several Kansas Citvans Believe Them- 
selves Entitied to Large Shares. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 29.—John L. 
Woods Merrill of the wholesale tea and 
coffee house of Merrill, Rittenhouse &Co., 
108 and 110 Independence avenue, in this city, 
is the nephew and claims to be the frst heir 
of the many times millionaire, John L. 
Woods of OCOleveland, 0., who died at 
his winter home in Augusta, Ga., on the 27th. 


There are but few heirs apparent to the 
splendid fortune which the dead man leaves, 
aggregating something like $15,000,000, and 
the bulk of the estate will probably be di- 
vided between five or six people. 

The dispatches from Cleveland last night 
state that John L. Woods, the banker and 
ager pam en died in Augusta, Ga., where 

e had gone for his health. They -accreait 
him with having given away the bulk of his 
estate to charities, but such does not seem to 
be the case, the aggregate of the amounts 
stated not exceeding $3v0,000. 

There are some few distant heirs to the 
dead man’s estate, but he is understood to 
have given them from $1,000 to $5,000 each a 
few years ago, withthe understanding that 
such sums were to be all they should look 
forward to. The immediate heirs are J. L. 
Woods Merrill of this city, “Ero f 
Merrill of the American Eagle To- 
bacco Co. of Detroit, Mich., and Mrs. Taplin 
a sister of the two named, a widow an 
childless. Mr. Woods also leaves a sister, 
Mrs. Tewksbury of Detroit, Mich., who even 
now lies at death’s door. His wife died some 
three or four months ago.

“GOMPERS ON ON THE JUDGES. 


The Pederation’s Head Talks of Recent 
Labor Decisions 


New YORK, March 29.—Samuel Gompers, 
who reached this city yesterday from De. 
troit, was asked what he had to say about 
the expressions of Judge Ricks of Toledo and 
Judge Billings of New Orleans regarding the 
illegality of strikes and boycotts. 

‘*They show,’’ he said, ‘‘that there is an 
agreement among judges, or at least a tacit 
understanding, to attack the labor organiza- 
tions of the country. In my opinion the de- 
cison of Judge Ricks was called forth by 
the reports set afloat last year that 
a general strike during the World’s 
Fair was contemplated by railroad men. 
Where the report emanated from tis more 
than I can say, DutIam positive that such 
a move was not contemplated by organized 
labor or any branchofit. Iam rather in- 
clined tothe opinion thatitcame from the 
managers of the railroads for a purpose, and 
that purpose we now see in the almost simul- 
taneous decisions of Judges Ricks, Taft and 
Billings. 

**The plain purpose of the judges is to pre- 
vent workmen from quitting employment. 
In other words, to prevent strikes by law. 
These decision in no way guarantee that the 
companies may not lock out or discharge at 
— or that they will not enforce a reduction 

wages.’’

A SCRAP OF HISTORY. 


The history of the introduction of the 
Merz system here which has proved to be 
one of the biggest jobs ever foisted on the 


} city by a legislators is given in 


to-day4e PostT-DIsPATCH and throws new 
and valuable light on the official character 
and conduct of Mayoralty candidate 
Walbridge. 

As President of the Council Mr. Wal- 
bridge was chief legislative engineer of 
this job. He wasa member of the com- 
mittee to investigate the system and one 
of his family connections was em- 
ployed as its expert. Despite the evidence 
obtained in Detroit and St. Paul that the 
system wasa failure, and despite the evi- 
dence that the ordinance was a job, the 
Walbridge committee made a favorable re- 
port.. The ordinance was ‘‘railroaded’’ 
through the Council, Mr. Walbridge work- 
ing and voting for it. 

Under that ordinance the city pays 
about $80,000 for the reduction of 
garbage which is notreduced. Although 
the ordinance forbids, under penalty of 
fine, the dumping of garbage in the river 
or the disposing of it otherwise than pro- 
vided by the law, Harbor Commissioner 
Able states that more garbage is dumped 
inthe river now than previous to the 
adoption of the system. No fine has ever 
been imposed upon the company for violat- 
ing the ordinance, nor is it held to account 
for the performance of the contract under 
which it draws an enormous sum of 
money from the city. 

If Mr. Walbridge was duped into sup- 
porting the reduction system and its con- 
tract ordinance, although it is impossible 
to see how he could have been, it would 
have been a mere act of justice to himself 
and the city whose interests he is sworn to 
guard to insist upon the fulfillment of the 
contract and the enforcement of the ordi- 
nance. He has done nothing of the kind. 
He has permitted the city to be cheated 
and gouged under an ordinance which he 
helped to push through the Council. 

Is this the kind of man the people of St. 
Louis want in the Mayor’s office?

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PROUEEDINGS IN THE SUIT BROUGHT TO 
BREAK HIS WILL. 


John B. Gandolfo Doubtful About Relig- 
iomand Ite Rslationto Spiritualism— 
Under Judge Elein’s Instructions the 
Jury Sustains the Wil! of Mr. Benner— 
News of the Civil Courts. 


Inthe Bonner will contest case,which is on 
trial in Judge Klein’s court, a number of 
witnesses were put tpon the stand to prove 
the mental incompetency of Mr. Samuel Bon- 
ner, the testator. 

Mr. John B. Gandolfo, a flour broker, tes- 
tified that he had known Samuel Bonner, 
the testator,a numberof years; knew him 
to be a good business man anda man of very 
positive views. 

He detailed his business relations with the 
testator and also with the son of the plaintiff 
in the case, 

The only testimony offered by the witness 
touching on the mental capacity of the testa- 
tor was to the effect that Mr. Bonner 
had come to him on several occa- 
sions ana told him that he had seen 
the spirit of his second wife the 
night before. The testator had married 
three times. He thought this was strange 
in the testator as he had been 
a Protestant and then professed a 
belief in spiritualism. On cross-examination 

Mr. Ferriss, who represented the widow 
and the other defendants in the case, asked 
Mr. Gandolfo what his religious belief was. 

‘*l suppose Iam a Catholic,’’ said the wit- 
ness hesitatingly. 

**Don’t you believe in spirits?’’ 

**W hat kind?’’ 

**Disem bodied spirits?’’ 

‘*Well, I don’t know. ’’ 

**Do not all Christian sects believe in 
spirits?’’ 

‘*Well, Mr. 
posted on 
either.’’ 

**Don’t you know that there area great 
many sensible people who believe in spirit- 
ualism?’’ 

**I] never investigated the matter.’’ 

The witness was here excused. Others 
testified to Mr. Bonner’s small peculiarities, 
but there was in reality no evi- 
dence tending to show that he 
was mentally incompetent to make 
his will or that his wife Kate Bonner had un- 
duly influenced him. The court accordingly 
instructed the jury to that effect and ren- 
dered a verdict sustaining the will.

LOST THEIR ADVANTAGE. 


GOVERNMENT TROOPS ATTACK HONDURAN REV- 
OLUTIONISTS AND ARE REPULSED. 

Pawama, Colombia, March 29.—A disastrous 
battle was fought near Tatumbla, Honduras, 
several daysago. Gen. Alfrenso Villela had 
been sent to the front with a large body of 
Government ®roops to intercept the march of 
the revolutionists, who were moving against 
the capital at Tegucigalpa. Tatumbla had 
been occupied by the troops under Gen. Ter- 
rencia Sierra, who commands the south 
wing of the revolutionary army. In connec- 
tion with the east wing of the revolutionary 
forces, commanded by Gen. Reyna, Gen. 
Pierra was leading the advance on Tegucli- 
gaipa. The east wing under under Gen. 
Reyna was four miles in the rear of Gen. 


Bierra’s forces. 

Gen. Villeia’s approach wasin the nature 
of a surprise to the revolutionary com- 
moander at Tatumbla. He had stationed a 
body of cavairy ona height tn front of the 
town on the road to Tegucigalpa, but the 
cavairymen appeared to be unaware of the 
approach of the enemy until an attack had 
been made. The officer in command desper. 
ately attempted to rally his men. They 
madea brave and determinel resistance, 
but were steadily pushed back toward the 
town. So closely were the cavalrymen 
followed that the advance of Villela’s pur- 
suing army approeched within 150 yards of 
the outskirts of the town. One band of 
guerrillas bravely pushed on in the pursuit 
until they were only fifty yards from the 
town, but were driven back with considera- 
ble loss of life by the reinforcements sent 
forward by Gen. Slerra. 

Reyna’s troops were pushed rapidly tothe 
front, Col. Manuel Rosas with two compa- 
Dies leading the advance. The battle had 
begun so late inthe day that firing had been 
Suspended on account of darkness, when 
Col. Rosas’ detachment arrived torelieve the 
besieged army in Tatumbla.

The bodies of all who fell on each side were 
gathered in a heap and burned. 

Further dispatches from Honduras say that 
the position of Acting President Aguero isa 
Pitiable one. He is said to be practically a 
prisoner in the Capitol and tis acting under 
the orders of Gen. Vasquez, who is Dr. Bonil- 
la’s rival for the control of the republic. 

Gen. Vasauez has gone into the field to lead 
the men who favor his cause. Anarchy, 
terror and despairare rampant in Tegucl- 
galpa. The personsand property of those 
suspected of sympathizing with the revolu- 
tion are not respected. Wives and children 
ofabsent revolutionists have’ been im- 
prisoned and subjected to frightful tortures. 
Assaults ofthe most revolting character 
have been committed and even the hair has 
beer cut from the heads of women. Vasquez 
is held responsible for the atrocities. 

Since his visit to Tatumbia Gen, Sierra has 
advanced closer to Tegucigalpa. Dr. Bon- 
illais with him. Gen. Manvuvel Bonilla has 
taken possession of Olanco. Gen. Fome is 
stationed in Corpus. Col. Miguel Podilla is 
threatening Intibuca. President Ezeta of 
San Salvador has assurea Dr. Bonilla that 
he wiil take no part in the trouble. 


CANADIAN INDIANS ROBBED. 
OTTAWA, Ontario, March 29.—It has been 
discovered thaf the trust fund held by the 
Government forthe Indians, amounting to 
over $3,000,000, has been depletea over 
$200, 000. An effort is being made 
to restore the amount by re- 
ducing the rate of interest allowed the 
Indians on their money held in trust for 
them by the Government, Dut the Indians 
have discovered the shortage andtrouble is 
likely to follow. David Mills, late Superin.- 
tendent-General of Indian Affairs, will bring 

up the matter in Parliament this week. 


TO SIMPLIFY THE REGULATIONS. 

City oF Mexico, March 29.—Jos. Ives Li- 
mountair, Secretary of the Treasury, is pre- 
paring a number of important reforms in the 
customs service of Vexico, and the tariff will 
be simplified at an early date, He believes 
that the simplification of the tariff will result 
in many benefits and materially assist new 
houses in securing business relations which 
they dread at present, not having a neces- 
sary knowledge of the requisite Custom- house 
formalities, and being fearful that mistaxe 
in their invoices will entail the imposition of 
fines. 


FIGHTING IN RIO GRANDE DO 8UL. 

MONTEVIDIO, Uruguay, March 29.—Advices 
from Rio Grande do Sul have been received 
here to the effect that refugees arriving 
there from Bage tell stories of hard fighting 
between Government troops and revolution- 
ists under Gen. Tavarez, who was besieging 
the strongholds. Itis said that Col. Matta, 
commanding a detachment of the national 
army, turprised and butchered one hundred 
revolutionists near Rio Negro. Gen. Sarava, 
who has command of the revolutionary 


troops In that section, attacked Col. Matta. 
The revolutionists were driven back aftera 
hard fight, but Col. Matta Is reported to have 
been killed.

GEW. KIRBY SMITH. 


Death of the Lest Confederate General at 
Nashville, Tenn. 

‘ NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 29.—At 3:30 p. m. 

yesterday Gen. E. Kirby Smith dled at Sewa- 

nee, Franklin Co. 

Since Beauregard’s death he was the last 
living Confederate who had borne the fall 
rank of General. He was born in St. Augus- 
tine, Fla., May 16, 1824. Uis grandfather was 
an officer in the French and Indian war, and 


in the Revolution. His father servedas Colo- 
nelin the war of 1812, later in the United 
States regular army, and was afterwards 
Judge of the United States Superior Court. 

Kirby Smith graduated at West Point in 
1845, and served in the Mexicun war. He 
taught mathematics at West Point in 1949-62, 
served on the frontier against the Coman- 
ches, resigned from thearmy when Florida 
seceded and threw his fortunes with the Con- 
federacy. 

He served from the beginning of the war in 
Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, Georgia and 
the Carolinas. In February, 1868, he was 
given command of the entire Confederate 
force west of the Mississippi and or ized a 
government. In i864he defeated nks in 
the campaign on Red River. He was “the last 
Confederate General to surrender. 

He was Prasident of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Magik Co. in 1866-68; Chancellor 
ofthe University of Nashvilie, “1870-7, and 
Professor of Mathmatics of the University of 
the South, Sewanee, Tenn., since 1875.

The same thing 
was saidofhis Yorkville Belle and Dobbins 
purchases. Then there was G. W. Johnson 
at $30,000, Don Alonzo at the same figure and 
Sir Francis for $26,000. These colts are worth 
the money and will win out their price with 
ease in the coming season. 

The men who went against big prices failed 
to convince, but they had spectacular argu- 
ments. The great King Thomas, who went 
for $38,000 as a yearling and never won 38 
cents; McCafferty’s $21,000 Aloha purchase, 
which is the only biot on the Georgian’s 
escutcheon; Mike Dwyer’s Bolero and Freddy 
Gebhard’s $21,500 Oanvass were leading in- 
stances. 

The good things gone wrong of the past 
season were gone over. Zaldivar, the 
California Derby candidate who cost 
Hasty stables $6,000 and earned about $200, 
the Lieby Bros.’ Balgaman, Warpath, Balla- 
rat, the Oarsina colt, and Gov.
